with ſome degree of feſtivity. Two brothers in 
trade were the principal promoters and ſuppor- 
ters of this meeting. After their death, a ne- 
phey, in the ſame buſineſs, kept up the cuſtom, 
with great credit and good humour.

At one of theſe meetings, in 1774, the coni, 
pany was large, and more than vfual cheerſul; 
towards the cloſe of the evening, the reckoning 
being collected, an overplus of three ſhillings 
and ſixpence was found in the hands of the per- 
ſon who had undertaken the management of the 
bill, who naturally aſked, What ſhall we do with 
this? The company looked at each other for 
ſome time in ſilence; the toaſt-maſter at laſt 
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more cheerfulneſs and mirth at this meeting 
than at any he had before attended, and that 
every body ſeemed ſatisfied, appeared by over 
payment of the reckoning; that although the 
ſum was ſmall, it might be put to a good uſe. 
The attention of the company being excited, 
one: or two aſked, what uſe? The propoſer re- 
plicd, that while we were, as we ought to be, 
very thankful for the means we had of ſo much 
reaſonable enjoyment, a reflection often broke 
in upon him on ſuch occaſions, which rather 
damped the pleafure. What is that, Sir? was 
the cry; he anſwered, the recollection that while 
he was feaſting, numbers equally deſerving were 
faſting. That this was often the caſe of thoſe 
natives of Scotland, who left their native coun- 
try in narrow circumſtances, and did not meet 
with encouragement; or falling ſick ſoon after 
their arrival in England, in ſuch caſe ſuffered 
great diſtreſs, and that the more pitiable, by 
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Raving no pariſh ſettlement, nobody was qbliged 
to relieve them. Qu. What good will three 
ſhillings and fixpence do? A. Suppoſe we 
make it a little more?—That is ſpeaking to the 
purpoſe, —Ten ſhillings more were immediately 
collected, and put into Mr. Dalrymple's hands, 
to relieve any poor Scotſman, who might apply, 


and appear to want the whole, or any part of it. 


It happened that no proper object of charity ap- 
peared, in the courſe of the enfuing year, to 


claim any part of this fund. of thirteen ſhillings 


and ſixpence. At the annual meeting of 177 55 
the fund amounted to upwards of 41. 

- Upon this increaſe, it was propoſed and agreed, 
that this annual meeting of North Britons ſhould 


be formed into a ſociety, under the name of 


Tut Scors Soergry In Norxwrca; that proper 
ſteps ſhould be taken to give it a regular form, 
and render it uſeful fo the purpoſe firft intended. 

In the courſe of this year, a ſet of articles were 


prepared, read, and approved of at the annual 
meeting, November 30, 1776; by the 4th arti- 
cle of which it was enacted, that a preſident and 


ſteward ſhould be elected yearly by the members 
preſent at the annual meeting; in conſequence 
of which regulation, two perſons,” judged the 


moſt proper ſor the purpoſe,” were elected into 


Natives of England, or others, 
were declared admiſſible, as honorary members,

following terms: That the general purpoſe 


of this ſociety is, in the firſt place, to continue, 
promote, and - cultivate that love, harmony. 
friendſhip, and chriſtian charity, which has ever 
been the diſtinguiſhing character of the Scotiſh 


nation, is the duty of every chriſtian, and more 


particularly of the ſubjects of Great Britain; 
ſecondly, to relieve and aſſiſt ſuch. natives of 
Scotland, as ſhall hereafrer happen through un- 
avoidable misfortunes, or accidents, to fall into 
diſtreſs in the city of Norwich, or county of 
Norfolk, and are not entitled to relief by the 


laws of England. 


At this meeting the fund of this e « a- 


mounted to the ſum of 61. 75. gd, the produce 


of three annual meetings. 

From the ſlow progreſs of this ſociety, it too 
plainly appeared, that there was little probability 
of its even being able, in the preſent contracted 
ſtate, to anſwer any valuable purpoſe, or render 
any eſſential ſervice to ſuch as might ſtane in 
need of its aſſiſtance; for which reaſon, at a 
meeting held December 30, 1776, it was agreed 


that a circular letter ſhould be ſent to every 


native of Scotland in Norfolk, of ſuch rank or 
ſuppoſed fortune as might enable them to affiſt

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Several copies of this letter were printed, and 
with the articles therein mentioned, ſent to moſt 
of the natives of Scotland reſiding in Norfolk. 

From three of thoſe only the ſociety received 
any benefit. From a few were ſent plauſible ob- 
jections to the practicability of the plan, or pro- 
phetic of the bad conſequences thereof; but the 
greater part returned no anſwer. 

At an extraordinary meeting held F 8 
a6, 1777, the particular days for quarterly meet - 
ings for the current year were appointed, which 
has been ſince done at the annual meetings. 

Notwithſtanding che reaſons, this infant ſociety 
had to be diſcouraged at the reception of its 
circular letter, it perſevered in the men 
of its deſign. 

At a quarterly meeting, March 31, this year, 
it was propoſed that a letter ſhould be written to 
the Right Hon. the Earl of Roſebery, who has

This letter was read to the annual meeting, 
and gave univerſal ſatis faction. | . 


The ſociety, thus encouraged, immediately 


formed the refolution to improve and extend its 
plan; a new ſet of articles were drawn out for 
that purpoſe, by which the natives of all other 
nations, as well as thoſe of Scotland, were ren- 
dered admiſſible into the fociety. To render 
this meaſure effectual, the firſt draught of the 
new articles was ſhewn'to a few individuals, who 
were thought moſt likely to favour the inſtitu- 
tion, in particular to the late Mr. John Gurney 
of Norwich, whoſe character is above all praiſe. 
This truly good and charitable man, immedi- 
ately offered to become a benefactor to the ſoci- 
2 ; and having alſo recommended it to his ne- 
Phew, 
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phew, Mr. Bartlet Gurney, they were both ad- 
mitted as honorary mernbers at the enſuing an- 
nual meeting on the zoth of November, 1777. 

At this annual meeting twenty-one members, 
all natives of Scotland, attended, when the pro- 
ceeding;s of the nn year were laid before 
the ſociety. 11 

The fund of the en which at the laſt an- 
nual meeting was only el. 7s. gd. had in the 
courſe of this year increaſed to 81. 48. 11d. after 
the payment of all expences, to which 1ol. 11s. 
6d. collected at the prefent meeting, being ad- 
ded, formed a capital of 181. 16s. fd. to which a 
ſtill greater ſum was added in the courſe of the 
following year, as will appear hereafter. _

nued in their reſpective offices, the former for 


the firſt time addreſſed the ſociety in form „ be-

In this addreſs he recapitulated the beben 
of the ſociety, during the preceding year, ex - 
plained the nature, propriety and neceſſity of 
the inſtitution, its views, and preſent agreeable 
proſpect, and concluded with earneſtly recom- 


. mending brotherly love, unanimity, charity, hu- 


mility, and a ſteady purſuit of the laudable and 
original purpoſes of this riſing ſociety. 


The preſident and ſteward were ordered to 


wait upon the new elected governor of the ſoci- 
ety, on his return to Norfolk, to inform his 
tordſhip of irs ann and receive his com- 
mands, | 

A ſeal was preſented to the ſociety at this 


meeting, repreſenting a St. Andrew's Fon the 
motto, Love ye Strangers.” 


The buſineſs of the evening concluded with 
the following order, which has ſince been con- 
tinued annually.

The charity of the Be was, in the new ar- 
ticles, ſtill confined to the natives of North Bri- 
tain; but under the article of that limitation a 
note was inſerted, importing, That as ſoon as 
the fund would permit, this charity ſhould ex- 
tend to the natives of other nations, in the like 
circumſtances. 

In the courſe of the year 1778, the ſociety 
proceeded gradually in the improvement of its 
plan. 

That the objects of this charity might be more 
effectually and expeditiouſly. relieved, it was 
thought proper to appoint agents in different 
parts for that purpoſe, inſtructions were draws - 
out for their direction, laid before the ſecond 
quarterly meeting the 28th of March, and re- 
ferred to further conſideration. Y

The preſident and ſteward waited upon the 
Earl of Roſebery according to appointment. 
His lordſhip received them with great polite- 


neſs and condeſcenfion, approved much of the 


inſtitution, rules and proceedings of the ſociety, 
accepted of the office of governor, and ſaid, as he 
had obſerved that it was neceſſary, by the rules 
of the fociety ſent to him, that a capital of 2ol. 
ſhould be eſtabliſhed, before any money could 
be difburſed to objects of relief, he would make 


the ſociety a preſent of that ſum to enable it im- 
mediately to carry ſo charitable a. plan into exe- 


cution. His lordſhip was alſo pleaſed to repeat, 


that he would aſſiſt the ſociety by attendance or 


otherwiſe, to the utmoſt of his power.

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The preſident and ſte ward returning to Nor- 
wich with the above donation and tidings, an 
univerſal joy was diffuſed among the members 
of the ſociety. A ſpecial meeting was ſoon af- 
ter called, at which the particulars of the inter- 
view with the Earl of Roſebery were related. 
The inſtructions for agents reviſed, corrected. 
and improved by the noble governor, were or- 
dered to be again examined, at the enfuing quar- 
terly meeting, in order for publication. 

The preſident on this occaſion informed the 
ſociety, that he had been applied to in behalf 
of Alexander Geddes, who being ill of a fever, 
was in great diſtreſs for want of food and neceſ- 
ſaries, to procure which the ſociety ordered an 
immediate ſum, and a weekly allowance to be 
continued, ſo long as ſhould be needful. 

At this meeting ſeveral gentlemen were © pro- 
poſed, and ſome admitted into the ſociety. 

The third quarterly meeting, June 27, was 
larger than uſual; at which the ſeveral gentle- 
men formerly propoſed were admitted, two in 
particular who were inhabitants in London.

This benefaction, given with ſo much gene- 
roſity and politeneſs, could not fail of exciting 
proper ſentiments of eſteem, reſpect, and gra- 
titude, in the minds of the receivers, in whoſe 
name the preſident and ſteward wrote, on the 
26th of July, the following letter to his Lord- 
ſhip.

An extraordinary meeting was accordingly 
ſummoned, and met Auguſt 2, 1779, to which 


the Preſident communicated the noble Gover- 


nor's letter, and the anſwer to it, obſerved that 


the ſociety's capital being raiſed above the ſum, 
which the ſociety at the laſt annual meeting | 


deemed ſufficient, to enable it to extend its cha- 


rity to the natives of all nations entitled to it; it 


was now neceſſary to conſider of, and determine, 


g what may be the moſt proper and effectual me- 


thod to carry this deſign into execution. The 
firſt ſtep thought proper to be taken by the ſo- 
ciety, was to lay the plan of its charity before the

HUE perceptions of the mind _ moſt uſually expreſſed and af- 

fected by Muſic, are gtief, love, and joy: there is alfo a 
medium between thoſe, which may be called ſentimental or ra- 
tional enjoyment; in which the mind is impreſſed with pleaſing 
ideas, abſtracted, in a great meaſure, from the paſſions. © 


This may be called Moral Mufic, which is more eafily felt, 
than expreſſed or deſcribed. | | 


It has long been a matter of complaint, that the modern Muſic 
excites no Ideas, but of a tranſitory nature, arifing from the mo- 
mentary pleaſure of agreeable founds, whereas that of the anci- 
cats, as beautifully expreſſed by Dryden, in Alexander's Fealt, 
was capable of exciting all the various paſſions of the human 
breaſt, and carrying them beyond the bounds of reaſon. 


No traces of ſuch Muſic are now to be found, whether it be 
owing to the decay of the art, or to the want of thoſe ſtrong 
feelings of humaaity, with which mankind in general were en- 
dowed, in the early ages of the world, or perhaps a combination 
of both thoſe cauſes. | |

3. That the principal merit of the Concert ſhould conſiſt of 
Songs, claſſed according to the above idea, whoſe former, or late 


canpoled tunes, perfectly agree with the ſubjects of which they 


treat, or the ideas conveyed by them to the hearers. 


4. That to every ſong there ſhould be a ſuitable ſymphony, and 
whether ſung by a gage voice, in chorus or in parts, care ſhould 
be taken that the inſtrumental ſhould not obſcure the vocal muſic, 
or render it unintelligible.

SECOND 1DE A. 


In all Concerts, a kind or ſpecies of Muſic is introduced under 
the name of Solo, which, in the Concerts I have attended, ſcems 
to have no kind of connection with, or reference to the preced- 
ing or ſucceeding pieces of Muſic, in the exhibition; but is ſe- 
lected according to the vogue or faſhion of the times, or the will 
of the performer, who, for the moſt part, adopts ſuch airs or 
pieces, as he knows he can perform belt, and may ſerve to im- 
preis the audience with a good opinion of his taſte or execution, 


Solos ſhould ſeem, in Muſic, analogous to the Chorus in the 
nncient Drama, the ſoliloquy of the later ancient, or more wo- 
ern plays, or epiſodes in poetry, particulaily in the Epic Poem, 
2 kind of digteſſion, ſerving to 1llufirate or explain ſome event, 
perion or circumſtance related, or to be related in the main body 
vf the piece; ſo that it has, or ought to have, always ſome con- 
nection with, and analogy to the whole.—in this view it is pro- 
oled, that the Solos in this Concert ſhould be arranged in the 


claſſes, to which the words and myſic whereof they conſiſt moſt 
properly belong.

| FOR THE 
SCOTS SOCIETY in Nonnics, 
O continue, promote, and ene that 


charity and humanity, which have always 
formed the diſtinguiſhing character of the Britiſh 


nation; to affiſt and relieve the natives of Scot- 


land and Ireland, the ſubjects of Great Britain, 
and of all other nations reſiding in England, who 
from unavoidable misfortunes and accidents have 
fallen, or may fall, into diſtreſs or want, and are 
not entitled to relief and aſſiſtance by the laws of / 
that kingdom; + the natives of Scotland, and _ 
others, reſiding in Norwich and elſewhere, agree 


to the following AzxTiIcLes and REGULATIONS, 


for the conduct, management, and government 
of a ſociety firſt founded 1 in 1775, by the name 
and title of Taz Scors Socizry In Nox wick. 
1. That this ſociety ſhall conſiſt of members, 
aſſociates, a governor, deputy governor, a pre- 
ident, deputy preſident, ſteward, chaplain, bank- 
ers, benefactors, agents, clerk, and meſſenger.

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2. The members of this ſociety ſhall conkilt 
of natives, the ſons or huſbands of natives of 
Scotland, or ſuch as have continued in the ſo- 


cCiety as aſſociates for the Pace of four years or 


upwards. 

3. The natives of all other nations, properly 
qualified, may be admitted as aſſociates, | 
4. Every perſon defiring to become a member 
or aſſociate of this ſociety, ſhall be propoſed at 
a meeting, previous to his admiſſion, by ſome 
member or aſſociate of the ſociety, who is ac- 
quainted with, and ſhall be reſponſible for the 
qualification and character of the party propoſed; 
but at the annual meetings of the ſociety, any 
candidate may be propoſed and admitted at the 
ſame time, according to the rules and cuſtoms

a fair, open, and impartial trial, and ſubmit to 
uch cenſure as the majority, ſhall think proper, 
and by the laws of the ſociety may be inflicted, 
But, if-on ſuch occaſions, any or both of the par- 
ties ſhall think themſelves injured, they may ap- 
peal to. the annual meeting, at which the whole 
of the. proceedings ſhall be reconſidered, and 
finally determined, in a calm, moderate, i impar- 
tial, and, if poſſible, in a friendly and peaceable 
manner, according to the principles of the ſociety. 
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47. A proper time, previous to the annual 
meeting, ſhall be appointed, to examine vouchers, 
| audit and balance accounts, make an abſtract of 
the ſociety's proceedings, and prepare all other 
matters to be laid before the annual meeting, of 
which previous meeting due notice ſhall be __ 
by public advertiſement, in ſuch manner as the 
2 quarterly meeting ſhall think proper. 
48. At every annual meeting, the governor, 
Aer governor, preſident, deputy preſident, 
ſteward or clerk, ſhall read or relate the proceed-' 
= ings of the ſociety during the courſe of the pre- 
il ceding year, or an abſtract thereof, produce a ba- 
. lanced account of its ſtate, income and expences, 
explain its progreſs, intereſts' and views, lay be- 
fore it all propoſals made, and alterations intend- 
Y ed, in a proper manner, that all the members and 
aſſociates preſent may be made fully acquainted 
with every thing relative to the ſociety, and have 
ll, an opportunity of approving, condemning, a- 
"i mending, or xejecting, as may be needful and 
. 


proper, in free deliberation and cool debate. 
49. A commemoration lift ſhall be made and 
kept in a proper form, of all the deceaſed mem- 
* bers, aſſociates, and henefactors, who have been 
eminently uſeful to the ſociety, which liſt ſhall 
de read by the chaplain or clerk at every annual 
meeting, immediately after or before the election 


of officers for the enſuing Nears as the chairman 
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50. Whenever che aner or tlie third guar- 
terly meeting of the ſociety, ſhall be of opinion, 
that the preaeliing a public ſermon at che annual 
or other metting, may be beneficial to the ſociety 

prop&@ notice ſhall be given to the chaplain, or 
in his abſence, to fothe other clergyman, to pre- 
pare à ſertti6n” for that "Purpoſe, to be preached 
in the pariſt church of St. Andrew, or ſuch other 
as the govetnor of ſociety fhall direct, or have li- 
erty to make uſe of; for which ſermon the offi- 
ciating clergyman: ſhall be paid the ſum of one 
guinea, 

51. The buſineſs of the preceding year being 
finiſhed at the annual meeting, the offices of go- 
vernor, deputy-governor, preſident; deputy- pre- 
ſident, ſteward, chaplain, clerk, meſſenger and 
agents, ſhall be vacated ſucceſſively ; the ſociety 
ſhall make a new election of proper perſons for 
thoſe offices, who ſhall enter upon their reſpective 
employments and offices immediately, proceed to 

a freſh ſubſcription, and the other bulineſs of the 
enſuing year. 

52. As this ſociety, by i its principles and con- 
ſtitution, regards the whole of the human race as 
one family, and wiſhes to extend the aſſiſtance 
chereof to every feſlow- creature in diſtreſs, who is 
not provided for by law, any government or other 
charity, it is hoped, requeſted and enjoined, that
